But we now extend the term 
“sadism” to abnormal or patho­ 
logical cruelty.

Kids Have Ear 
For Spelling, 
Educator Says 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Ini 
spelling as in musk, many 
youngsters have an ear for 
sound. 


That's the opinion of Dr. Rich­ 
ard R. Baker, professor of phil­ 
osophy at the University of Day­ 
ton, Ohio, who as pronouncer 
for the 37th national Spelling 
Bee is the sound for the boys 
and girls who must spell the 
tonguetwisters 
he

at 
them. 


At day’s end Wednesday, Ba- 
ker had pronounced, defined 
and frequently used in sentenc­ 
es, 494 works. 


Of the 70 youngsters from 33 
states and the District of Colum­ 
bia who started the competition 
only 27 remained for today's fi­ 
nal rounds. The 27 survivors 
were 17 girls and 10 boys. 


The contest started with 44 
girls and 26 boys competing for 
the $5,700 in prizes, including a 
first prize of $1.000 and a week­ 
end trip to the New York 
World’s Fair. 


This is the fourth time Baker 
has acted as pronouncer for the 
bee which this year is sponsored 
by Scripps-Howard papers in 16 
cities and S3 other daily and 
Sunday papers.

The Negro columnist Davis 
Lee described the beginnings of 
this tragic development 
more 
than 4 years ago. in an editorial 
which I shall read to my col­ 
leagues at this time Remem­ 
ber. Mr 
President, that the 
words I shall now read 
are 
those of a Negro — not a white 
man It seems to me that if 
the proponent* of this bill were 
to listen more to the words of 
F>eople like Mr Lee. and less 
to those of the radical extrem­ 
ist groups 
we might not to­ 
day have a situation in which 
good conscientious senators are 
m favor of proposed legislation 
that could destroy many of our 
fundamental rights 
Mr Lee has this to say. Mr 
President: 
Racial prejudice bigotry and 
intolerance is on the increase 
in this great country of ours 
Rape, murder, floggings, denial 
of elementary rights, and a ris­ 
ing tide of hatred a sweeping 
our land 
The black man and the white 
man have squared off at each 
other 
The 
smiles 
and 
the 
friendly feelings that once ex­ 
isted between the two races 
have disappeared The lines of 
communication, that ooce was 
a great help to both groups 
have been broken off 
It appears on the surface that 
our highly developed education­ 
al system, and our religious in­ 
stitutions. have all failed in do­ 
ing the job of disseminating 
knowledge and the true spirit 
of brotherhood that they were 
established to do There seems 
to be no educational, religious 
moral 
or economic force in 
existence rn this Nation to re­ 
store the reason 
sanity 
and 
balance that both races need so 
badly at this time 
One begins to wonder just 
what has happen*^ to our peo­ 
ple No one has more to lose 
than us. and we have every­ 
thing to gain by being sensible, 
intelligent, and reasonable 
Let me state here that I am 
not an Uncle Tom and I feel 
that I am a full-fledged true- 
blooded American, who » en­ 
titled to enjoy every right, ev­ 
ery privilege, and opportunity 
that is enjoyed by any other 
American But I don’t believe 
that we will ever achieve our 
full potentuiltty by F»ressure-

This race issue has gotten 
out of hand to the extent that

The white man has done more 
for the Negro than the Negro 
would have done for him had 
their positions been reversed 
The southern white man has 
done more for the Negro than 
the Negro wa* able to do for 
himself, and there are thou­ 
sands of southern white people 
who are still doing for the Ne­ 
gro more than he can do for 
himself 
When we were first brought 
to this country we could not 
sjieak the English language but 
the southern white man through 
patience

was God to us but the true and 
living God

This one revelation changed us 
from a savage mto the likeness 
of God with a soul to save 
Once we embraced Christian 
Ity we became a different peo­ 
ple and through our simple re­ 
ligious concept 
thousands be­ 
came our friends and benefac­ 
tors We had God on our side 
and rn our corner White people 
began to cultivate us as friends 
as trusted and loyal people The 
slaveowners had so much faith 
in us. that when they went off 
to the War Between the States 
over us. they left hack men be­ 
hind to care for their wive? and 
children 
They could not have paid us 
a finer tribute than this 
No 
slaveowner wa* afraid that we 
would force our attention upon 
his wife 
We were people of 
character, 
we 
had 
demon­ 
strated that we could be trusted 
The southern white man. aft­ 
er emancipation did not inau­ 
gurate this system of segrega­ 
tion that we have now The sep­ 
arate church was started by 
Richard Allen, founder of the 
great African Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church 
In fact by his 
doctrine rn which he urged Ne­ 
groes to establish their own 
churches, schools and business­ 
es be may rightfully be regard­ 
ed as the father of Negro prog 
ress in this Nation 
Following his teachings and 
examples 
Negroes everywhere 
began to establish their own 
churches 
One hundred years 
ago there were more Negro 
members at the First Baptist 
Church in Newnan. Ga . than 
there were white members, but 
the 
Negro 
members 
want­ 
ed their own church, and they 
asked their white pastor for let­ 
ters to join a Negro church. 
Right after emancipation Ne­ 
gro and white kids attended the 
same schools rn many southern 
communities It was the Negro 
leaders ti that day who felt 
that our kids would do better 
in our own schools 
No fairminded person, black 
ot white, will deny that the Ne­ 
gro 
has 
made 
his 
greatest 
strides in the South, and the 
only Negroes who are leaving 
the South today for other sec­ 
tions ti this Nation, are the mis­ 
fits. the square pegs in round 
holes. The educated, intelligent

He has been

the ceiling, and that a Negro 
paper in Baltimore told hun to 
stay clear of me. that I am not 
the owrier of Lee Publications 
However, it doesn’t matter to 
me who hits the ceiling. I am 
going to lay it on the line in 
this editorial. 
The white man has done more 
for the Negro than the Negro 
would have done for him had 
their positions been reversed 
The southern white man has 
done more for the Negro than 
the Negro was able to do for 
himself, and there are thou­ 
sands of southern white people 
who are still doing for the Ne­ 
gro more than he can do for 
himself 
When we were first brought 
(0 this country we could not 
speak the English language, but 
the southern white man tiux)ugh 
patience 
a n d 
understanding 
taught us the grand Anglo-Sax­ 
on 
language. 
When we were 
first brought to this countr>’ we 
were worshipping the cow. the 
sun. and the moon — ever\'ihing 
was God to us but the true and 
living God. 
The 
southern 
white 
man 
taught us to believe in the real 
God, and in Christ, the Saviour 
of all men. black a n d white 
This one revelation changed us 
from a savage into the likeness 
of God with a soul lo save 
Once we embraced Christian­ 
ity we became a different peo­ 
ple. and through our simple re­ 
ligious concept, thousands be­ 
came our friends and benefac­ 
tors We had God on our side 
and in our comer WTiite people 
began to cultivate us as friends, 
as trusted and loyal people The 
slaveowners had so much faith 
in us. that when they went off 
to the War Between the States 
over us, they left back men be­ 
hind to care for their wives and 
children. 
They could not have paid us 
a finer tribute than this 
.No 
slaveowner was afraid that we 
would force our attention upon 
his wife 
We were people of 
character, 
we 
had 
demon­ 
strated that we could be trusted. 
The southern white man, aft­ 
er emancipation, did not inau­ 
gurate this system of segrega­ 
tion that we have now. The sep­ 
arate church was started by 
Richard Allen, founder of the 
great African Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church In fact, by his 
doctrine in which he urged Ne­ 
groes to establish their own 
churches, schools, and business­ 
es. he may rightfully be regard­ 
ed as the father of N ^ro prog­ 
ress in this .Nation. 
Following his teadiings and 
examples. Negroes everywhere 
began to establish their own 
churches. One hundred years 
ago there were more Negro 
members at the First Baptist 
Church in Newnan, Ga., than 
there were white members, but 
the 
Negro 
members 
want­ 
ed their own church, and they 
asked their white pastor for let­ 
ters to join a .Negro church. 
R ^ht after emancipation Ne­ 
gro and white kids attended the 
same schools in many southern 
cwnmunities. It was the Negro 
leaders of that day who fdt 
that our kkis would do better 
in our own schools. 
No fainmnded person, black 
or white, will deny that the Ne­ 
gro has 
made 
his greatest 
strides in the South, and tiie 
only Negroes wlw are leaving 
the South today for other sec­ 
tions of tlos Natkm, are tbe mis­ 
fits, the ^ u a re pegs io round 
h ( ^ The edocated, littd&gent 
Negroes reaSsae that the South 
oCtas o ir race its greatest 
pwtnnity, and that our 
best 
friends are here. 
The Negro enjoys the kind of

The Negro columnist Davis 
Lee described the beginnings of 
this tragic development more 
tfiaai 4 years ago. in an editorial 
which I shall read to my col­ 
leagues at this time.

man. it seems to me that if 
the proponents of this bill were 
to listen more to the words of 
people like Mr Lee, and less 
to thotse of the radical, e-ttrem- 
ist groups, we might not to­ 
day have a situation in which 
good, conscientious senators are 
in favor of proposed legislation 
that «mid de.stroy many of our 
fundamental rights 
Mr. Lee has this to say. Mr 
President: 
Racial prejudice, bigotry, and 
intolerance is on the increase 
in this great country of ours 
Rape, murder, floggings, denial 
of elementary rights, and a ris­ 
ing tide of hatred is sweeping 
our land 
The black man and the white 
man have squared off at each 
other. 
The 
smiles 
and 
the 
friendly feelings that once ex­ 
isted between the two races 
have disappeared The lines of 
omununication. that once was 
a great help to both groups, 
have been broken off. 
It appears on the surface that 
our hi^ily developed education­ 
al system, and our religious in­ 
stitutions. have all failed in do­ 
ing the job of disseminating 
knowledge and the true spirit 
of brotherhood that they were 
established to do There seems 
to be no educational, religious, 
moral, or economic force in 
existence m this .Nauon to re­ 
store the reason, sanity, and 
balance that both races need so 
badly at tiiis time. 
Oae begins to wonder just 
what has happened to our peo­ 
ple. No one has more lo lose 
than us, and we have every­ 
thing to gain by being sensible, 
intelligent, and reasonable 
Let me state here that 1 am 
not an Uncle Tom, and 1 feel 
that I am a full-fledged, true- 
bkxxled American, who is en­ 
titled to enjoy every right, ev­ 
ery {OTvil^, and (^jpwtunity 
tii^ is enjoyed l^ any other* 
American. 1 ^ I don’t believe 
that we win ever achieve our 
full 
potentiality by pressure, 
agitation,, and force. I am op­ 
posed to forced integration, and 
I am exposed to fmrced segre- 
gati<m. You dtm’t eijoy 
the 
friendship, help, counsel, and 
good will of thow that you make 
mad. 
This race issue has gotten 
out of hand to the extent ihat 
our race has been set back 
fra n 15 to 25 years, and the 
only ones wlw have benefited 
are tbe pressure grou[» and a 
few 
unscrupulous 
politiciaDs. 
Those of us who h a v e g<»e 
abroad 
with 
these 
agitators 
have beomie willing tools of the 
Communists. They have set out 
to divide us, and thoi conquer 
us.

40 
years ago No one objected to 
him attending the university be­ 
cause ever\’one knew that he 
was seeking an education, and 
not forced integration 
Because of the interest that 
southern white people have in 
us. the .southern Negro owns 
more businesses, more homes, 
has finer schools, and controls 
more wealth than do the Ne­

world 
In our city we have a total 
population of 42.000 .About 9 000 
of these are Negroes We em­ 
ploy more Negroes than any 
other Negro business .And all of 
the Negro businesses combined 
in our city do not employ 100 
Negroes This means that our 
people are dependent upon the 
white people for their livelihood 
and 
survival 
This 
is 
true 
throughout 
the 
South, 
and 
throughout this Nation 
One begins to feel that the 
southern .Negro has not only 
been misled, but he is a tool 
He has been poisoned against 
true, tried, and trusted friends 
and benefactors He has been 
made to feel and to believe that 
white people are his enemies, 
that they are against his best 
mterest These pressure groups 
have sowed well the seeds of 
suspicion Their mass appeals 
have created in our people the 
kind of bitterness and resent­ 
ment never seen before in this 
Nation. They have done such an 
effective job that many -Ne­ 
groes who knew better won t
